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Phenix City Has 
Big Scale Rush 
Of Guilty Pleas 


Start Negotiating 
For Prison Terms 
To Miss Grand Jury 
PHENIX CITY, Ala.(/P>—Phenix 
City racketeers have started bar­ 
gaining lor negotiated prison terms 
rather than face trial before vice 
cleanup juries which have yet to 
acquit a defendant. 
Seven indicted gamblers, includ­ 
ing retired slot machine kings Hoyt 
Shepherd and Jimmy Matthews, 
pleaded guilty yesterday and drew 
penalties ranging from two months 
in prison and a $300 fine to 30 
months imprisonment. 
Others still awaiting trial were 
reported to have sounded out state 
prosecutors for possible 
settle­ 
ments today, including perhaps 
Godwin Davis Sr. and his tough- 
guy son Godwin Jr., who once 
masterminded a $15,000-a-day lot­ 
tery syndicate. 
Took Seed Week Ago 
The panic took seed a week ago 
after gambler E. L. Cook, who had 
gone unprosecuted for more than 
three years, was given life im­ 
prisonment for murder. Eleven of 
the 12 jurors reportedly voted for 
the death penalty on the first bal­ 
lot. 
Wednesday 
the 
negotiations 
quickly gained nomentum. 
Safecracker John Benefield, who 
has spent 18 of his 44 years under 
prison sentences and who has been 
tagged by the National Guard as 
a “professor of burglary” teach­ 
ing others his trade, was convict­ 
ed of possessing burglary tools. 
He was lined $100 and sentenced 
to 12 months, the maximum im­ 
prisonment under Alabama law for 
that offense. 
Twenty-four hours earlier, gam­ 
bler H. C. Harden Jr. entered the 
first guilty plea of the vice trials 
and drew a $300 fine and a nine- 
month prison term. 
Harden’s abrupt withdrawal of 
his plea of innocent came after de­ 
fense attorneys had failed in re­ 
peated attempts to get a new jury 
list for the antirackets trials or 
get them postponed or transferred 
to another county. 
Two more pleas of guilty came 
while the Benefield jury was de­ 
liberating. J. B. Chancellor ad­ 
mitted guilt in two gambling in­ 
dictments and put himself at the 
mercy of the court. His sentencing 
was delayed until Nov. 22. 
Then came honky-tonk operator 
C. W. Franklin with a plea ol 
guilty on two charges of lottery 
operation 
and 
one 
indictment 
charging possession of gambling 
equipment. He was sentenced to 
2 Vi years and fined $25. Twenty- 
three 
remaining 
lottery 
counts 
were dismissed by agreement. 
Franklin, ironically, was fore­ 
man of a grand jury last spring 
which reported no evidence of 
gambling 
in 
wide-open 
Phenix 
City. 
The climax in the rush to plead 
guilty came when the reputedly 
wealthy Shepherd and Matthews 
tossed in the sponge. They pleaded 
guilty on two charges of leasing 
property for gambling and each 
defendant drew a 90-day prison 
sentence and $1,000 fine. 
Three other pleas of guilty fol­ 
lowed in succession.

Court Refuses to Change Stand 
On Natural Gas Price Decision 


WASHINGTON (/P) — The Su­ 
preme Court today refused to re­ 
consider its decision that the Fed­ 
eral 
Power Commission 
should 
regulate prices on natural gas sold 
to interstate pipeline companies. 
The decision was announced last 
June 7 in a case involving Phillips 
Petroleum Co. Phillips and the at­ 
torneys general of Texas, Okla­ 
homa and New Mexico then liied 
separate requests for reconsidera­ 
tion. 
The attorneys general said the 
Supreme Court’s opinion adopted 
“ a broad extension of federal au­ 
thority that is certain to create 
regulatory conflicts of the gravest 
concern 
to 
the 
gas 
producing 
states.” They contended the deci­ 


sion was “in plain conflict with 
the expressed intent of Congress 
not to intrude upon state regula­ 
tory powers.” 
After the high court’s opinion 
last term, the Power Commission 
on July 16 froze field prices of gas 
and laid down regulations based 
on its interpretation of the June 7 
decision. 
Since then the original order has 
been modified and clarified and an 
original deadline for tiling rate 
schedules was extended from Oct. 
1 to Dec. 1. 
Meanwhile, the commission has 
announced issuance of some certi­ 
ficates authorizing sales to inter­ 
state pipeline companies. It has 
also announced both approval and 
suspension of rate filings.

By W ildcat Strike 


LONDON UP) — Bus service in 
vast, 
sprawling 
London 
neared 
complete disruption today as the 
number of drivers and conductors 
out on a wildcat strike shot over 
the 12,000 mark. 
The normally bustling Thames 
dock area came to a standstill, 
meanwhile, under the impact of 
the continuing three-sided walkout 
of stevedores and ship repairmen. 
More than 29,000 of the dock force 
were idle and 132 ships could not 
move. 
The ever-growing bus walkout by 
dawn had halted all double-deckers 
and trolleys on 83 of the approxi­ 
mately 200 routes in the metropoli­ 
tan area. 
Strike 
loaders 
called 
further 
meetings during the day in an at­ 
tempt to persuade more of the 43.- 
000 unionized bus operators to join 
the stoppage, which stems from 
a long-standing demand for higher 
pay and better working conditions. 
Union officials oppose the walkout. 
There were signs the dock strike* 
might spread to other British ports, 
further imperiling the nation’s bad­ 
ly needed food and coal supplies 
and holding up the shipment of vi­ 
tal export goods.

were 
three 
separate 
strikes in the dock area: 
1. A walkout, approved by union 
leaders, of 7,(KM) members of the 
National Amalgamated Stevedores 
and Dockers, disputing overtime 
and working conditions. 
2. A sympathy stoppage by more 
than 14,000 members of the rival 
Transport and General Workers 
Union, whose leaders have urged 
them in vain to return to work. 
3. Another unofficial strike by 
8,000 ship repairmen protesting dis­ 
missal of five electricians, winch 
they contended breached the sen- 
onty rule in layoffs.

Capt. George Holley, naval pub­ 
lic information officer at Guant** 
namo Bay, Cuba, told the Assoc­ 
iated Press by telephone that six 
helicopter sorties had been flown 
from the Saipan to the Jeremie 
airport. 
The big storm’s forward move­ 
ment had stepped up to 17 miles 
an hour during the early morning 
hours. 
There was no land in its imme­ 
diate path, and it was more than 
500 miles from the Carolina coast. 
At the moment, it is following 
roughly the course of Hurricane 
Carol, which dealt a savage blow 
to New England in August, and 
Hurricane Edna, which sideswiped 
a long stretch of North Atlantic 
coast in mid-September.

To remind people of the dangers 
of fires, President Eisenhower has 
proclaimed October 3 to 9 as Na­ 
tional Fire Prevention Week. He 
and Secretary of Agriculture Ezra 
T. Benson urge farmers to main­ 
tain a constant vigilance against

Also, Stevens believes that fires 
can be reduced if farmers check 
certain vulnerable spots on the 
farm frequently and observe cer­ 
tain practices. Some of these are 
as follows: 
Lightning rod

or worn. Bo sure ground connec­ 
tions are secure. Since most farm 
homes are now wired for electric­ 
ity, it is important to have light­ 
ning arresters to ground any light­ 
ning that comes in over the elec­ 
tric supply w’ires. 
Chimneys — rebuild defective 
chimneys and see that heating ap­ 
paratus is properly installed and 
insulated. Keep chimneys, flues 
and stoves clean. 
Combustible roofs—use fire-re­ 
sistant roofing wherever possible. 
On other roofing, install spark ar­ 
resters on chimneys. Keep roofs 
in repair and gutters and down­ 
spouts clean. 
Defective heating apparatus — 
overhaul, clean, repair and re­ 
place any worn parts of heater 
or heating systems. Use sturdy 
fireplace screens of the right size 
to effectively protect room furn­ 
ishings from sparks. 
Careless smoking and matches— 
cultivate careful smoking habits. 
Keep matches in metal containers 
fires and to support wholehearted- 
a- from childien. 
!y campaigns to reduce the drastic 
toll of fires on American farms. 
Fire Prevention Week should go | 
a long way toward eliminating na- j 
tional fire losses. But, Stevens says I 
it will give little aid if persons J 
or organizations prepare elaborate i 
programs for one week and think 
that fire prevention activities are 
finished for the year. 
Among the things that farmers 
can do to reduce the number of 
fires, is to maintain a minimum 
of fire-fighting equipment. Stev­ 
ens says these include an adequate 
supply of water available at any 
season of the year for the use of 
fire trucks and portable pumps; 
approved fire extinguishers con­ 
veniently placed near all hazar­ 
dous locations, such as the barn. 


Flammable liquids—never store 
gasoline, benzine, naptha or sim­ 
ilar volatile flammable liquids in 
the house. Do not use kerosene, 
gasoline or any flammable liquid 
to start or boost fires in stoves, 
ranges or fireplaces. 
Spontaneous ignition —do not 
store wet hay in barns.

Electrical defects—replace worn 
or frayed wiring.

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Almost 8 million persons have 
been added to the number em ­ 
ployed at civilian jobs in the nine 
years which have elapsed since 
the end of World War II. Com­ 
pared with this long-term growth, 
the effects of the economic ad­ 
justm ent which began in m id-1953 
are minor in magnitude. 
In the early post-w ar years the 
num ber of persons available for 
civilian jobs 
increased 
rapidly. 
This was partly due to the na­ 
tural maturing of the population,

Most of the natural 
growth in the labor force was ab­ 
sorbed by the post-Korean expan­ 
sion of the armed services. But the 
need for production was so great 
that the num ber of persons em ­

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Almost 8 million persons have 
been added to the number em­ 
ployed at civilian jobs in the nine 
years w’hich have elapsed since 
the end of World War II. Com­ 
pared with this long-term growth, 
the effects of the economic ad­ 
justm ent which began in m id-1953 
are minor in magnitude. 
In the early post-war years the 
num ber of persons available for 
civilian jobs 
increased 
rapidly. 
This was partly due to the na­ 
tural m aturing of the population, 
and partly to the fact that the 
women a n d other temporary 
workers who withdrew from the 
labor force after the war were 
more than offset by the men made 
available through demobilization 
of our armed forces. 
Between 1950 and 1954 the la­ 
bor force available for civilian 
jobs increased at 
a 
somewhat 
slower rate. Most of the natural 
growth in the labor force was ab­ 
sorbed by the post-Korean expan­ 
sion of the armed services. But the 
need for production was so great 
that the number of persons em­ 
ployed increased more rapidly, be­ 


tween 1950 and 1953, than the 
num ber of persons available tor 
employment. As a result unem­ 
ployment was reduced to an ave­ 
rage of only 1.5 million persons 
in 1953—a lower figure than in 
any other year since 1945. 
Despite the increase in unem­ 
ployment during the first half of 
1954, the num ber of persons em­ 
ployed at civilian jobs was 7.8 
million greater than in 1945, and 
1.9 million greater than in 1949. 
This brought civilian employment 
to a level of 60.6 million persons 
in the first half of 1954. The civile 
ian labor force in the same period 
was 64 million persons, and if the 
armed forces are included the to­ 
tal labor force was 67.
